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Corn Crop Demonstrates the Value of Fertilizer

' T H I S photograph illustrates how 
the intelligent use of fertilizer 
can restore soil deficient in certain 
plant foods and transform an un­ 
profitable yield into a profitable one. 
The crop of com shown at the right 
was grown on the farm of George 
Wooldridge of LoweU, Ind., on a 
black sandy loam soil of a type sim­ 
ilar to that found in several other 
middle western states. 
The land had been sown to soy­ 
beans which had been cut off for 
hay the previous four years. 
The 
growth was extremely uneven in 
the fourth season. A keenly observ­ 
ant agronomist noticed that the only 
healthy plants were in spots which 
proved to be areas where soybean 
shocks had stood the previous fall. 
Fertility had leached out of the soy­ 
bean hay in these shocks and pro­ 
vided plant food for the following 
crop. 


The agronomist made an analysis 
of the soil away from where the 
shocks had stood and found what its 
plant food needs were to grow a 
successful crop. 


Corn was planted in 1937 and stud­ 
ies of the use of fertilizers were 
made. The test plot on the right was 
unfertilized. The one on the left was 
given an application of 125 pounds 
of fertilizer. 


The unfertilized plot yielded 12.54 
bushels to the acre, of which 82.2 
per cent was poor. On the basis of 
50 cents a bushel on good corn and 
15 cents on poor corn, the return 
from this unfertilized plot was $2.65 
per acre.

The fertilized plot yielded 49.50 
bushels per acre, of which 4.4 per 
cent was of poor quality. The ferti­ 
lized plot returned $23.98 per acre. 
The fertilizer cost $1.97 per acre. 
The value of the corn was $22.01 
above the cost of fertilizer and the 
increase due to the use of fertilizer 
was $20.04. 
Results such as those obtained on 
the Wooldridge farm are, of course, 


exceptional, the Middle West Soil 
Improvement Committee points out, 
and could occur only when plant 
foods in the soil are at an extremely 
low ebb. Nevertheless, on soils of a 
high average fertility, the use of 
fertilizer is profitable and even a 
six bushel per acre increase will 
more than pay for the most expen­ 
sive fertilizer and leave a margin of 
profit on the farmer’s operation.

Swine raisers have had increas­ 
ing trouble during the last few 
years from a hog disease which 
very closely resembles the human 
aliment, smallpox. 
Swine pox, as it is called, chiefly 
affects young 
pigs 
and 
growing 
shoats. 
The pox appears on the 
hair-free portions of the body, es­ 
pecially on the belly, snout and 
armpits. At first the spots are the 
size of a pea, then they blister, and 
finally form a crater-like scabbed 
sore, the typical pox lesion. Swine 
pox also appears 
sometimes 
on 
brood sows, pox sores developing 
on their udders and teats. 
In these 
cases, suckling pigs develop sore 
mouths, and starve. 
Farmers 
should 
be 
cautious 
about introducing new pigs into a 
herd, and 
should always isolate 
them for a few weeks. 
The buyer 
should demand a certificate ol vet­ 
erinary inspection when new pigs 
are purchased. Poxy pigs should 
never be sold to neighbors, as the 
disease is very contagious.

mittee to $5,000,000. 
Under 
the 
| slashed budget the State's Aid to 
I Dependent Children program will 
; be so crippled, that it will serve 
only to secure funds made avail- 
; able by the Federal Government. 


CHILD AID NEEDED 


The aid to dependent children's 
program was cut from the request­ 
ed $0,482,019 to $2,500,000 by the 
committee. 
In view of the fact 
the 
ap­ 
propriation for this purpose dur­ 
ing the 
1937-38 
biennium 
wns 
$1,500,000 this would appear, 
on 
the surface to be an increase. 
In reality, however, it is a 
de­ 
crease due to the fact the aid to 
dependent children program 
did 
not begin until January 1, 
1938, 
and therefore, was in 
operation 
only one year. 


TOO LITTLE AID 


The 
request 
for 
$12,525,000 
made by the commission for 
its 
biennial budget, allowed for no 
expansion in the program, 
and 
estimated the number 
of 
cases 
($42,014 in December, 1938) would 
be reduced during the 
summer 
months to a low of 35,000 
and 
again increased to approximately 
its present size during the winter 
months. 
Most experts in social welfare 
have felt the commission’s 
esti­ 
mate for general relief too low in 
that it allows for no 
emergency 
and would be utterly inadequate 
unless the WPA program 
were 
kept to its present height. 
The appropriation of $5,000,000 
as recommended 
for 
the 
next 
biennium by the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee would practically 
cut in half the meager assistance 
now being given to those on gen­ 
eral relief. 


INVESTIGATIONS NEEDED 


The appropriation for adminis­ 
tration, by the last Legislature for 
the 1937-38 bienium was $1,325,- 
000. 
While the suggested approp­ 
riation of $2,000,000 for the pres­ 
ent biennium appears on the sur­ 
face to be some increase, in real­ 
ity it amounts to little, due to the 
fact that separate appropriations 
were made during the last bien­ 
nium for the maintenance of the 
State Home for Children at Car­ 
rollton and for the distribution of 
surplus commodities. 
The present recommended ap­ 
propriation 
for 
administration 
does not contemplate 
additional 
appropriations for these 
services 
and would mean that there could 
be practically no increase in staff, 
and that little could be done to­ 
ward reinvestigating old-age 
as­ 
sistance cases now on the rolls. 
When 
the 
Commission 
was 
forced to reduce its staff last Aug­ 
ust they were faced with determ­ 
ining between two policies: 
first, 
to accept applicants without ade­ 
quate investigation. 
It is obvious 
that this policy 
could 
not 
be 
adopted and would have resulted 
in a tremendous and unjust waste 
of the tax payers’ funds. 


FIN D S NEEDED FOR 
ADMINISTRATION

Animals reflect the composition of 
their feeds, observes W. A. Albrecht 
of the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture. and these in turn reflect the 
composition or available nutrient 
supplies of the soils on which they 
are grown. He declared: 
"Animals will persistently graze 
closely in one area of a pasture while 
scarcely touching grass in another 
spot. When confined to soils whose 
fertility has been depleted, their 
judgment cannot be exercised and 
they may become the victims of 
some deficiency disease.” 
One of the most frequent and 
costly diseases acquired by anim als 
fed on land deficient in necessary 
minerals is "Pica.” Cattle suffering 
this disease have a tendency to 
chew bones and gnaw wood. Other 
symptoms are loss of weight, gen­ 
erally unthrifty condition, stiffness 
in hind quarters and at tim es in 
the front quarters, brittle bones 
that are easily broken, dull eyes 
and harshness of coat. 
On farms where such a m ineral 
deficiency exists in the soil, the use 
of a fertilizer containing phosphorus 
lime and potash is recom m ended 
by the Middle West Soil Im prove­ 
ment Committee as a m eans of pro­ 
viding the necessary elem ents to re ­ 
store the land and provide the plant 
foods so essential to the diet of 
livestock.

The crop of com shown at the right 
was grown on the farm of George 
Wooldridge of Lowell, Ind., on a 
black sandy loam soil of a type sim ­ 
ilar to that found in several other 
middle western states. 
The land had been sown to soy­ 
beans which had been cut off for 
hay the previous four years. 
The 
growth was extremely uneven In 
the fourth season. A keenly observ­ 
ant agronomist noticed that the only 
healthy plants were in spots which 
proved to be areas where soybean 
shocks had stood the previous fall. 
Fertility had leached out of the soy­ 
bean hay In these shocks .and pro­ 
vided plant food for the following 
crop. 


The agronomist made an analysis I 
of the soil away from where the j 
shocks had stood and found what its 
plant food needs were to grow a 
successful crop. 
Corn was planted in 1937 and stud­ 
ies of the use of fertilizers were 
made. The test plot on the right was j 
unfertilized. The one on the left was 
given an application of 125 pounds 
of fertilizer. 
The unfertilized plot yielded 12.54 
bushels to the acre, of which 82.2 
per cent was poor. On the basis of 
50 cents a bushel on good com and 
15 cents on poor corn, the return 
from this unfertilized plot was $2.65 
per acre.

HAS COUNTERPART IN 
SW INE DISEASE 


Swine raisers have had Increas­ 
ing trouble during 
the 
last few 
years from a hog disease which 
very closely resembles the human 
ailment, smallpox. 
Swine pox. as it is called, chiefly 
affects young 
pigs 
and 
growing 
shoats. 
The pox appears on the 
hair-free portions of the body, es­ 
pecially on the belly, snout aDd 
armpits. 
At first the spots are the 
size of a pea, then they blister, and 
finally form a crater-like scabbed 
sore, the typical pox lesion. Swine 
pox also appears 
sometimes 
on 
brood sows, pox sores developing 
on their udders and teats. 
In these 
cases, suckling pigs develop sore 
mouths, and starve. 
Farmers 
should 
be 
cautious 
about introducing new pigs into a 
herd, and 
should 
always isolate 
them for a few weeks. The buyer 
should demand a certificate of vet­ 
erinary Inspection when 
n e w pij 
are purchased. Poxy pigs should 
never be sold to neighbors, as the 
disease Is very contagious. 


Prompt attention by a veterinar­ 
ian will greatly reduce losses from 
swine pox, If treatment 
can

started when the first spots or blis­ 
ters begin to appear.
